I have said
repeatedly that if Chicago were to build a casino, all revenue would be directed toward modernizing
schools in our neighborhoods and communities. [ encourage all parties in Springfield to take swift
action on the gaming bill and, in so doing, create the opportunity for us to rebuild and renew our
public education infrastructure in the city.”
